Legislative and regulatory framework 

Municipal Systems Act no 32 of 2000 

Section 25 : Adoption of integrated development plans 

(2J An integrated development plan adopted by a municipal council in terms of subsection f 1) may 
be amended in "erms of section 34 and remains in force until an integrated development plan is 
adopted by the next elected council. 

Section 34: Annual review and amendment of Integrated Development Plan 

A municipal council- 

(a) must review its integrated development plan- 

(i) annually in accordance with an assessment of its performance measurements in terms of section 
41: and 

(ii) "o the extent that changing circumstances so demand; and 

(b) may amend its integrated development plan in accordance with a prescribed process. 

Section 37: Regulations and guidelines 

(1) The Minister may lor the purposes of this Chapter make regulations or issue guidelines in terms 
of section 120 to provide tor or to regulate the following matters: 

(e) a process for the amendment of integrated development plans; 

Under section 120. read with sections 37, 43 and 49, of the Local Government: Municipal Systems 
Act, 2000 (Act No. 32 of 2000) the Local Government: Municipal Planning and Performance 
Management Regulations, 2001 determine the following:

Section 3: Process for amending integrated development plans 

3. (1) Only a member or committee of a municipal council may introduce a proposal for amending 
the municipality's integrated development plan in the council, 

(2) Any proposal for amending a municipality's integrated development plan mustbe- 

(a) accompanied by a memorandum setting out the reasons for the proposal; and 

(b) aligned with the framework adopted in terms of section 27 of the Act. 

(3) An □ mend men 1 1o a municipality's integrated development plan is adopted by a decision 
taken by a municipal council in accordance with the rules and orders of the council. 

(4) No amendment to a municipality's integrated development plan may be adopted by Ihe 
municipal council uni ess- 

fa) all dne members ol Ihe council have been given reasonable notice: 

(b) the proposed amendment bas been published tor public comment For a period a i at least 2 ' 
days in a manner that allows the public on opportunity to make representations with regard to the 
proposed amendment; 

(c) the municipality, if it is a district municipality, has complied with sub reguialion |5): and 

(d) the municipality, if it is a local municipality, has complied with sub regulation 6 

(5) A districl municipality that considers an amendment to its integrated development plan must- 

(a) consult all the local municipalities in the area o ; the district municipality on the proposed 
amendment; and 

(b) take an comments submitted to it by the loca 1 municipalities in that orea into account before it 
takes a final decision on the proposed amendment
